ordinarily reside, who has been designated by the State 
Government concerned as competent to issue such a 
certificate, if both his parents are dead of the district in 
which he himself ordinarily resides otherwise than for 
the purpose of his own education. 

A candidate from the Delhi State may submit such 
a certificate also from the Additional District Magistrate 
or the First Class Stipendiary Magistrate or the Revenue 
Assistant.
